Of th e fifty -eigh t counties in California, less th au 
a dozen produce raisins in com m ercial quantities. 
F resno County produces 9 4,000,000 pounds, or about 
60 per cent of th e California raisin crop, and nearly 
tw ice th e quantity produced by Spain, wh ich pro­ 
duces from 15,000 to 20,000 tons, and h as h eld th e 
lead for centuries. 
It was in 189 2 th a t th e Califor­ 
nia raisin crop first equaled th a t of Spain, and it h as 
been increasing th e difference ever since. 
T ulare 
County produces 25,000,000 pounds and Kings Coun­ 
ty nearly a s much . 
T h ere are 9 0,000,000 vines in th e 
State, and $150,000,000 is invested wh ich return th e 
grow ers $20,000,000 annually . 
100,000 people are de­ 
pendent on tlie industry . 


As an afterm ath to th e w recking of th e fortunes 
of M arsh all Black, form er S ta te S enator from S anta 
Clara, S. F. B. Morse, m anager of th e Crocker-Huff- 
m an Land and W ater Company , h as purch ased Cres- 
sey Colony , twelve miles north w est of M erced and 
in an announcem ent later said, th at h e would proceed 
w ith th e developm ent of th e colony , w h ich was re­ 
tarded by Black's failure.

voted to sugar beets nex t y ear. 


Th e Villa P ark oranges are coloring rapidly , and 
sh ipm ents of navels will begin about th e middle of 
January .

Th is m ade an aver­ 
age price of $1,529 for each car. 
T h ere w as an a ver­ 
age of 9 45 crates to th e car and each crate brough t 
$1.62. 
T h is is an unusually fancy price. 
F rom a black w alnut tree on a tra c t of ground 
owned by G. W. Strickland in Colusa tw enty sacks 
of nuts w ere gath ered th is y ear.

is a forest in itself is 20 feet 6 inch es in circum fer­ 
ence a t th e ground and seven feet above th e ground, 
it is 17 feet and 2 inch es around.
